CHESS CLOCKS. 


Tbore 
Are Specially Constructed 


Oiie» lined In the Game. 


Hourglasses or sand glasses were for- 


merly used for the purpose of measuring 
time at chess matches, but now special 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for thia purpose. These clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on a common base, 
which moves on a pivot, the two clocks 
therefore being on the arms of a sort ol 
seesaw. The beam or base is so con- 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an an- 
gle, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed that It only moves 
when the clock is perfectly perpendicu- 
lar it follows that when the upright 
olook is going tho depressed clock is at 
teat. 
Another and more modern variety has 


the two cloaks Used on the same level, 
but with a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of thi 
other. This arm acts on a pivot and can 
be brought down into actual oontao 
with one clock at a time by a toaoh o 
the finger. When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the olook is stop- 
ped and the desired result is attained. 
The working of the clock during a 
match is simplicity itself. At the com- 
mencement of the match the hands of 
each clock point to 12. Then at the call 
of "time to commence play," the olook 
of the first player is started; then, aa 
soon as he makes his first move, he stops 
hia own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same motion starting his opponent's 
clock. So it goes on during the entire 
course of the game, each move being 
marked by the stopping of one olook and 
the starting of the other. -r-*«i~-

PRECIOUS METALS. 


Rolil and I'latlniim Arc Cheap 
Com- 


pared WItl» Some of Them. 


"Tho majority of people when asked 


to nanio the most precious metals usu- 
ally mention gold na first, platinum aa 
second and silver as third," said the 
proprietor of o large assaying and refln- 
ing establishment to the writer recently. 
'Now, let na see how near the truth 
they would be. Gold is worth about 
$350 per pound troy, platinum $180, 
Hurl silver about $13. 
" We will now compare these prices 


with those of the rarer and less well 
known metals. To take them ia alpha- 
betical order barium, the metal which 
Davy isolated from its ore, baryta, in 
1808, 
sells for $950 a pound when it ia 


Bold at all, and calcinmis worth $1,800 
a pound. Oirinm is a shade higher. Its 
cost is $160 an ounce, or $1,920 per 
pound. These begin to look like fabu- 
lous prices, but they clo not reach the 
highest point, chromium being |SOO. 
Cobalt falia to about half the price of 
silver, while clldymium, the metal iso- 
lated by Masauder, ia the game price 
as calcium. Then comes gallium, which 
is worth f 8,260 an ounce. With this 
metal the highest price is reached, ana 
it may well be called the rarest and 
most precious of metals. 


"Qlnciuut is worth 9950 per ounce; 


indium, $160; irldimn, $658 a pound; 
janthanltun, $175, and lithium, $100 
per otince. NieHttm costs fl28 per ounce; 
osmium, palladium, platinum, potas- 
sium and rhodium bring respectively 
$040, $400, $180, $33 and $612 per 
pound. Strontium costs $128 an ounce; 
tautanm, $144; tilnrium, $9; thorium, 
$272; vanadium, $320; yttorium, $144, 
and zinconium, $950 an ounce. 


"Thus wo see that the commonly re- 


ceived opinion aa to what are the most 
precious metals la quite eironeous. Ba- 
rium is nearly f oar times as valuable as 
gold and gallium more than 160 times 
as costly, while many of the other met- 
als mentioned are twice and thrice as 
valuable. Aluminium, which cost $8 
and $9 a pound in 1890, is now pro- 
dnced as cheaply an are iron, zinc, lead 
arid copper.''—Washington Star. 


Pianists Practice Too 


"While studying with Rubinstein, 


Josef Hofrnann practiced three hours a 
day," writes Mary B. Mullett of the 
famous pianist in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. "Ho believes that inosfc stu> 
dents make the mistake of overpractio- 
iug. When ho come to this country tho 
first time, he was practicing an hour a 
day. 
For two years after his return, to 


Germany bo practiced two hours a day. 
During the next two years hs averaged 
four hours daily, and after that, until 
he went to Rubinstein, six hours daily. 
This he regards as excessive. 
" 'Ono's ruincl glows stupid and con- 


fused,' Hofrnann says, 'and one's fingers 
follow the confusion of the brain. An- 
other naistake'of young pianists is that 
they use too mncb force in prncticing. 
One ehould play just imrcl enough to 
keep the fingers and wrists from getting 
stifi. One is not aiming for urHhtic re- 
sults as one is in concert plnyiug 
It is

on their face revenue stamps of the 
value of 50 cents. A violation of these 
rules is in opposition to the Internal 
Bevenue laws of the United States and 
ia a misdemeanor.
